Numismatic  Chatter 

Most  collectors  are  interested  in  knowing  how  coins  sell,  so  I  give  you 
information  herewith  in  regard  to  last  sale. 

There  was  36  early  dollars  listed  but  bids  were  only  received  on  about 
half  of  them.  The  1795  Two  leaves  brought  $10.25  but  bids  on  others  shipped 
were  close  to  list  as  printed. 

Bids  on  Half  Dollar  proofs  were  full  list  in  most  cases  but  were  shipped 
out  usually  at  10%  off.  I  would  not  attempt  to  furnish  a  set  of  any  of  the 
proof  series  and  give  a  discount  of  over  10%  from  list.  They  are  in  very 
great  demand  now. 

Bids  on  the  Unc  large  cents  were  in  all  cases  full  list  or  more.  The  1828 
sold  for  $5  and  later  dates  at  full  list.  1877  small  cent  just  good  $3.20,  about 
fine  $5.50  VF  $9.  The  1795  dime  sold  for  $7.50  within  50ct  of  the  value  I 
placed  on  it. 

Missouri  commemorative  2  by  4,  $16.  Grant  with  star  $35.  20ct  1877 
Proof  $18.  1913s  type  II  nickel  Unc  $6.75,  Saxony  Broad  double  crown  1625 

sold  for  $13.30  a  real  bargain  for  this  rarity. 

The  $2.50  gold  most  of  which  listed  at  $5  sold  for  in  most  cases  $4.75. 
The  few  that  listed  higher  went  proportionately  higher.  The  $3.00  gold  had 
several  bids  up  to  $11  but  were  sold  for  less.  The  $10  gold  sold  for  $19.75. 

Among  the  foreign  gold  the  Lysmachus  stater  sold  for  $37  The  Russia 
5  Roubles  $14.  The  Portuguese  half  Dobra  $25,  Brazil  10,000  Reis  $37.50, 
The  Lombardy  Venice  Half  Soverano  at  $12.25.  The  Guatemala  1864  8  Pesos 
at  $100.  Many  others  at  close  to  the  value  I  put  on  them  and  of  quite  a 
number  there  were  no  bids  at  all.  It  takes  time  to  work  up  a  brisk  trade  in 
any  class  of  Numismatics  and  I  have  only  begun  to  list  foreign  gold  to  any 
extent. 

I  had  over  twice  the  bid  sheets  of  any  sale  in  three  years  and  the  volume 
shipped  was  twice  any  recent  sale.  I  forgot  to  mention  that  the  England 
ancient  gold  stater  brought  a  bid  of  $50.  I  had  it  priced  at  $42.50.  I  sent 
it  to  the  bidder  for  $37.  Again  I  repeat  if  you  really  want  a  coin  go  high 
enough  with  your  bid  and  you  will  in  all  cases  get  it  for  a  fair  price. 

I  had  a  couple  cases  in  this  sale  that  put  me  on  the  spot  and  I  hardly 
knew  how  to  handle  it.  Patrons  sent  buy  bids  and  then  I  had  other  bids  on 
the  coin  above  my  valuation.  The  buy  bidder  naturally  expected  to  get  it 
for  less  than  list  but  I  straightened  it  out  to  the  satisfaction  of  all  con¬ 
cerned. 

Since  last  sale  I  sent  out  a  thousand  post  cards  claiming  the  depression 
was  over.  My  argument  was  that  in  the  Morganthau  sale  in  January,  19 
half  dollars  sold  for  $832.  58  dimes  for  $1,132.  36  half  dimes  for  $791.  We 

have  seen  no  such  prices  in  the  past  10  years.  A  number  of  important  col¬ 
lections  have  been  held  back  for  better  times.  These  better  times  are  now 
here  and  I  predict  some  choice  material  will  be  offered  this  year  and  bring 
record  prices. 

I  am  soliciting  choice  material  only  for  future  sales.  I  have  had  enough 
of  the  ordinary  kind  in  the  past  42  sales  and  am  determined  to  offer  to  my 
friends  coins  they  will  be  proud  to  buy.  Write  me  if  you  have  any  such  you 
wish  to  market  now  and  get  my  rates.
